the condition they are in. 
Where 
they have been running on loco 
they are shabby looking and don’t 
fatten in the spring. 
There are 
some men here that had so m any 
cattle that they were obliged to let 
them run on loco in winter (and 
all through last year) that are los­ 
ing about forty per cent of their 
calf crop now, something I think 
that loco is a blessing in one sense; 
it will prove whether this is a farm­ 
ing country or not. 
I was talking 
with a man yesterday who has been 
on the plains eight years, and he 
says there has been a great crop 
raised each year and it brought a 
good price, but he and others that 
have been here some time, think 
from the present indications that 
it will be dry this year. 
However, 
those that have old land and have 
planted, stand a good chance to 
make a crop, as it is only about 
four inches to moisture qow in the 
dryest localities. 
Portions of this 
county have had rain. 
I was glad to see an article in 
last issue of the Eagle from Green’s 
Praiiie, but think the correspond­ 
ent of that place could have raked 
up more news. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sam Lee and fam- 
ity spent last Monday with W. S.

taw Indians, who were convicted sev­ 
eral months ago of killing John B. 
Drake in the Choctaw Nation. 
The 
jury made life imprisonment the pen­ 
alty and that sentence was passed by 
the court, Leavenworth, Kan., being 
designated as the place of imprison­ 
ment. 
These eases are old ones, having 
been on the docket several years and 
were tried in this court under a pro­ 
vision of law which gives Indians the 
right of change of venue to the federal 
court here. 
These Indians were first 
indicted in the Central district of the 
Indian Territory. There were original­ 
ly six defendants in the case, but tKrce 
of them have died since they were 
indicted. 
All 
are 
connected 
with 
prominent Choctaw families. 
An ap­ 
peal will be taken to the supreme 
court of the United States.
